Central Suit. 


MAKES A FINAL ATTACK 


Says the Minority Has Permitted 
“Wizards of High Finance to 
Rob Him with impunity.” 


Stuyvesant Fish gave out a statement 
fast night in which he announced that 
the suit in Judge Ball’s court in Chicago 
to prevent the voting of the Illinois 

_ Central stock held by Harriman corpora- 
tions is to be dismissed forthwith. The 
@tatement said: 

“On Feb. 20, 1908, the Hon. Farlin Q. 
Ball, Judge of the Superior Court of 
Cook County, Illinois, dissolved the In- 
junction granted by him Oct. 14, 1907, 
restraining the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company from voting 281,231 shares of 
Illinois Central stock, which constitute 
nearly three tenths (to be exact 29.56%) 
of the total capital of 954,400 shares, 

“The terms of the Directors now to 
be elected will expire before an appeal; 
ean be prosecuted to the court of last 
resort. In the meanwhile the Union Pa- 
cific will have filled the whole Illinois 
Central Board with creatures of its own 
gelection. As three Illinois Central Di- 
rectors are elected annually for terms of 
four years each, it would thereafter take 
three years more to put an end to the 
Union Pacific domination. Under any 
circumstances a final decision in our 
favor would be circumvented by the 
transfer of the stock heretofore injoined 
to friends of the Union Pacific, all of 
which transfers’ would have to be at- 
tacked by additional litigation, in which 
the proof of their simulated character 
would depend upon the elasticity of the 
consciences of the transferees. 

‘Under the advice of counsel, based on | 
these reasons, my co-complainants and I 
in Judge Ball's court have decided to 
dismiss the suit brought to test the right 
of the Union Pacifio to vote the stock 
owned by it in the Illinois Central. 

“At no meeting of the stockholders of 
the Illinois Central has so much as 74 
per cent. of the entire cupttal stock been 
voted. The Union Pacific, owning 29.56 
per cent., has therefore onty to secure

How Harriman Controls. 


“The Union Pacific has announced Its 
intention of electing as Directors the fol- 
lowing citizens and residents of the State 
of New York: Mr, John Jacob Astor, who 
owns 7,000 shares; Mr. A. G. Hackstaff, 
176 shares, and Mr. E. H. Harriman, 130 
shares, together with a fourth person as 
yet unnamed. It was judicially deter- 
mined in Judge Ball's court that the 
14,000 shares which were transferred to 
Mr, Harriman's rame in September, 1907, 
for the obvious purpose of supporting his 
false statements as to his being the larg- 
est stockholdsr in the company, belong, 
and have all arong nelonged, to the Union 
Pacific. Indeed, Mr. Harriman has not 
owned more than 130 shares since, in the 
Summer of 1906, he sold his large holdings 
to the Union Pacific with such secrecy 
that neither he nor Mr. Charles A. Pea- 
body nor Mr. Roktert ‘Walton Goelet, who 
are also Directors of the Illinois Central 
and of the Union Facific, allowed an ink- 
ling of the fact to come to the knowledge

It Started 48 Years Ago Over a 
Pig That Swam the 
Tug River. 


TOM HATFIELD DIED LATELY 


Found Tiled to a Tree—Governors of 
Kentucky and West Virginia Have 
Been Involved in Mountain War. 


The death of Tom Hatfield, the famous 
mountain feudist, at Louisa, Ky., makes 
about the sixtieth victim of the Hatfiel 


McCoy feud that began forty-eight years 
ago as the result of one of the McCoy 
razor-back pigs swimming Tug River from 
the McCoy place on the Kentucky side to 
the “ancestral home of the Hatfields in 
West Virginia.

The McCoys at the time were loading a 
boat with razor-backs that were consigned 
to a Cincinnati pork packer, when one of 
the pigs jumped over the boat railing 
into Tug River, and swam straight for 
Hatfield territory. The McCoy negroes 
were sent over to capture the pig, but 
they soon returned and told old Randolph 
McCoy, the head of the McCoy clan, that 
the Hatfield negroes had chased the ani- 
mal into a ravine and held it. Old 
“Rand” sent word to “Anse” Hatfield 
that he wanted his hog back. 

“If you think you have boys enough,” 
“Old Anse” sent word back, ‘‘ why don't 
you come and git the old pig?” 


Civil War Delays the Feud. 


It is said that the McCoys were laying 
out a plan of battle for the recapture of 
the pig when the news that the civil war 
was on reached the West Virginia-Ken- 
tucky mountains. All the McCoys shoul- 
dered their. guns and enlisted for the 
South, as did most of the Hatfields. Some 
of the Hatfields, however, it is said, 
fought for the Union. 

When the war ended the Hatfields that 
had not been killed in battle and the sur- 
viving McCoys came batk to their homes, 
the Hatfields to the West Virginia side 
and the McCoys to the Kentucky side of 
the Tug River, and the incident of the 
pig, as was rapidly proved, had not been 
forgotten. 


Next John Hatfield killed Ruther- 
ford McCoy. John was sent to prison for 
life, but was later pardoned. 

The next most famous battle resulted 
in the death of Deputy Sheriff ‘‘ Doc”

Now comes the death of Tom Hatfield, 
who was found tied to @ tree by the 
McCoys and left to die. His friends 
rescued him, but exposure necessitated 
the amputation of both legs. He then 
lived but a short time. 

It is said that one of the Hatfield girls 
wrote on one of the white pillars in front 
of the Hatfield home this line: 

‘‘There is no place like home.” 

Underneath a stranger afterward wrote: 

*“At least this side of hell.”

Syrian Who Killed Countryman 
Brought Over on the St. Louis. 


Moses Ferris, a Syrian, 19 years old, 
was brought here yesterday on the Amer- 
ican liner St. Louis a prisoner, charged 
with murder. The crime was committed 
in March of last year, when Ferris met 
and stabbed to death on the streets of 
Roanoke, Va., Frank Essatd, a fellow- 
countryman. The killing was the out- 
come of a factional fight.

Police and Society Agents Pounce 
on a Big Main at Laurel 
Hill, L. 1. 


100 BIRDS CARRIED OFF 


Crowd Around the Pit Tries to Stam- 
pede, but Submit at Re- 
volvers’ Point. 


Seventy-six prisoners and one hundred 
gamecocks were captured in a raid on @ 
cock fight which was in progress in the 
basement of a saloon at Laure! Hill, L. L, 
about 1:30 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Two automobiles figured in the raid. 
They brought Supt. Thomas F. Freel of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, together with fifteen of his 
men, to the scene. They were equipped 
| with a John Doe search warrant issued 
| by Justice Carr of Brooklyn. Three eee) 
| wagons, which supplemented the raiding 
force, contained Lieut. Scobel of the 
Hunter’s Point Station, together with ten 
patrolmen. 

The third fight of a main between birds 
|from the Bronx, pitted against others 
| from Long Island, was in progress when 
; Supt. Freel and his men entered the 
saloon. 

Stationing his men at the exits, Supt. 
Freel worked his way into the basement 
where the fight was under way. The plan 
for the raid had been carefully worked 
out, but an unexpected incident caused 
Supt. Freel to spring the trap quicker} 
than he anticipated. While he was stand- 
ing by the pit picking out the principals, 
suddenly there was a sound of scuffling 
overheard in the barroom. Then there was 
a pistol shot, and the crowd around the 
pit immediately fled in panic up the base- 
ment stairs into the now dimly lighted 
barroom. Supt. Freel learned that one 
of his men left on guard had been recog- 
nized by those in the saloon, and they 
tried to eject him. Drawing his revolver 
with the intention of holding his assail- 
ants at bay, the deputy was cornered, and 
he fired at the ceiling. The warning 
shot brought the fight in the basement to 
a halt and also brought Lieut. Scobel and 
his reserves in double-quick time to the 
house. 

2unning back into the basement, Supt. 
Freel sprang into the pit and announced 
himself, together with the information 
that all hands were under arrest. fSome 
of the sports showed a disposition to 
stampede, and the Superintendent pulled 
his revolver. His deputies who now filled 


the stairways and exits did likewise. The 
crowd was covered from all points, and 
all hands surrendered without further 
esistance. 

Srey were taken to the Hunter’s Point 
Station. As additional trophies of the 
fight the police carried off about 100 live 
birds and two dead ones. 

About twenty-five of the prisoners suc- 

ceeded in getting bail in the early morn- 
ing hours. The others were arraigned 
before Magistrate Smith in the Long Isl- 
and City Court. They were held in $100 
bail each for examination on Wednesday. 
They were herded over to the county 
ail. 
} Meantime their friends were on a bail 
hunt, and later Magistrate Smith held 
court in the Democratic Club, near the 
jai. and thirty-six of the captives were 
et go under bonds.

Forest, fish, and game laws were dis- 
cussed, and several earnest pleas were | 
made for the preservation of game and 
the forest. The indiscriminate 
tion of big game in the West was con-| 
demned and measures advocated to pre- 
vent the extinction of deer and elk, which 
at present furnish the only soprt for the} 
hunters of big game, since the practical 
extermination of the buffalo. 

Col. Cody’s stories of hunting in 
West were listened to with attention 
the guides, who were easily outdone 
the famous scout. In the 
remarks he drew an entertaining picture 
of the intelligence of the wild game in 
Wyoming and other States. He said that 
any man was privileged to kill a bear 
providing the bear did not kill him first. 
The law provided that any hunter could 
kill but two elk, two deer, and one moun- 
tain sheep in the open season, which lasts 
from Sept. to Nov. 15. The killing 
of these animals in Yellowstone Park is 
prohibited, This fact, he said, was well} 
known to the elk, deer, and mountain] 
sheep, which waited for Sept. 15 each 
year and then hid themselves in the park 
until Nov. 16, when they made their re- 
appearance with a feeling of safety. 

He described the unique method of two 
bear trappers in securing their game. One 
man built a maze, in the centre of which 
he placed a young lamb, The bears en- 
tered the maze, but could not reach the 
sheep, which was well protected. The 
bears did not know enough to turn 
around and go back, and many were 
caught daily. His piece de resistance was 
the. story of a man who adopted a unique 
method of catching bears He stuck 
sticks in the barks of trees. The bears} 
climbed the trees without trouble, but in | 
descending they became wedged between 
the stakes, and in that manner the man 
caught 180 in one day. Col. Cody was 
voted the medal for the year.

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COMMON SENSE AND THE PHILIP- | 


PINES. 

We wish it were possible to persuade 
every member of Congress, tn the House 
pnd in the Senate, to read carefully and 
candidly to reflect on the interesting 
letter by Mr. THomMAs BF. Mrtuarp from 
Manila, which was published in Tu 
Wimes yesterday morning. It was so 
temperate, reasonable, and practical a 
study of the actual conditions and the 
possibilities of the Philippines that it 
ought to appeal to the intelligence and 
the conscience of every man who has a 
Voice in the policy of the Government 
toward the islands. 

Mr. MILLARD refuses to regard the 
Islands as either a “problem” or ‘a 
‘burden,’ and insists that there is 
nothing essentially puzzling or burden- 
Bome about them if only our Govern- 
ment will adopt toward them the prin- 
ciples of decent justice and sound busi- 
ness. We have shown, in the trying 
and difficult experiences of the past 
that it is practicable to secure a marked 
degree of order and tranquillity in the 
islands while introducing the first 
measures of gradual and progressive 
self-government. Really all that re- 
mains {is to give to the islands a fair 
chance for the material prosperity to 
which their natural resources, their 
situation; their population, and their re- 
lation to the general commerce of the 
world entitle them. They can produce 
In very large quantity and variety the 
tropical and sub-tropical commodities 
which the people of the United States 
need and cannot produce. In addition, 
it is certain that the islands, if they 
become at all prosperous, will naturally 
\and increasingly become a market for 
our goods which they, in their turn, 
eed and do not produce, 

Mr. MILLARD cites the cases of Hawaii 
Bnd Porto Rico to show what, on a 
bmaller scale, has been accomplished by 
& just policy on the part of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. It must 
be admitted that fn their cases there 
Hid not, and cannot, arise the doubt 
that has been permitted to grow up in 
regard to the political future in the 
Philippines. On the other hand, it is 
plain that a policy of fairness In trade 
toward the Philippines would go far 


exists. That policy would necessarily 
knit constantly more closely the ties 
that bind the islands to the United 
Btates, and would create strong and 
growing interests that would always in- 
sist on the maintenance of the connec- 
tion unless independence could be made 
Bqually secure. Indeed, one of the most 
effective arguments of the advocates 
bf early independence, both tn the isl- 
ands and in this country, is that if it 
be delayed, the material interests op- 
posed to it would be irresistible. Put- 
ting that phase of the question aside, 
since it cannot possibly be made the 
Subject of practical action at present, 
there remains the purely economic 
Question. As to that the arguments for 
free trade with the islands are un- 
answerable. 


“THE ERA OF CONSCIENCE.” 

Gov. Foi, a publicist of the near- 
Roosevelt sort, is to deliver an address 
in this city next Tuesday upon this era 
pf conscience in public affairs. Few 
things are more ‘remarkable regarding 
the agitation through which we are 
passing than that those who foment 
the disturbance have persuaded them- 
selves that they are the keepers of the 
public conscience, and that a movement 
which is mercenary is tn fact moral 
and uplifting. An example is supplied 
by the order, adopted by the Public 
Bervice Commission upon the same day 
‘with the announcement of Gov. Fo.x’s 
highly moral address, that a local ratf)- 
jway should show cause why its fares

A HINT FROM MEXICO. 

Is it possible that they do things 
better in Mexico than in the great 
sister Republic, though our people have 
sometimes treated the former with a 
patronizing politeness? The head of 
the Mexican Finance Department, M.

The Currency 
bill that the former has devised in his 
committee is not the fruit of the advice 
of bankers-or business men, and is 
heartily condemned by representatives 
of each of these classes. It may be sald 
that political exigencies are more ex- 
acting in this country on account of 
the wider use of the suffrage, but we 
believe that the timidity that prevents 
Congress from undertaking real reform 
in the currency is entirely unfounded, 
and that the public would gladly ap- 
prove of sound measures honestly ma- 
tured and rationally submitted for dis-

“HANDS ACROSS THE SEA.” 

When the. above-cited phrase was 
invented it was regarded as a vent- 
uresome metaphor indicating the ob- 
stacles which common blood and com- 
mon ideals would qQvercome.

It ts 
true also that the two peoples would 
equally profit by the closest possible 
relations.

WILKINSON AND RANDOLPH. 

A remote and almost forgotten chap- 
ter of American history is recalled by 
the reproduction in The London Times, 
“from The Times of 1808,” where they 
appeared fresh from the fire, of two of 
Gen. JAMES WurexINson’s picturesque 
and impassioned utterances touching 
the character of JoHN RANDOLPH of 
Roanoke. As Governor of the Terri- 
tory of Louisiana and Commander in 
Chief of the United States Army in 
the South and West, WruKINsON was 
the principal witness for the prosecu- 
tion in the trial of Aaron Burn, 
RANDOLPH was the foreman of the jury 
which declared Burr not guilty of an 
overt act angdwset him free, in spite of 
JEFFERSON. 

WILKINSON appears fn our history as 
a mysterious personage, with a genius 
for intrigue. A good soldier, he laid 
himself open to suspicion during the 
Revolutionary War, and he was openly 
charged with complicity in Burr's 
schemes in their inception. If history 
has not proved the truth of this charge, 
it has not very clearly disproved it. 
RANDOLPH, an Ishmaelite in politics, an 
eloquent traducer, baited WrLKINsON fn 
Congress and out, and led the General 
to denounce the Virginian as a fabrica- 
tor of falsehoods, a “vain, equivocal 
thing,” “an insolent, slanderous, pre- 
varicating poltroon.” The Court of In- 
quiry WiI-LxkInson called for did not 
meet until 1811. He was formally aoc- 
quitted. Historians touch the Incident 
lightly. It is, indeed, chiefly interést- 
ing now for the language used by an 
American statesman and soldier of high 
rank, which isin such sharp contrast 
to the custom of most public men—not 
;all—of the present day.

VIVISECTION AND LIFE SAVING. 


Restrictions Would Stop the Work of 
the Rockefeller Institute. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Y have read in your paper this morning 
the account of the meeting held at Car- 
negie Hall by the Anti-Vivisection Society 
and the resolutions passed demanding the 
suppression of experiments at the Rocke- 
feller Institute; for the restrictions which 
the society demands would result in the 
suppression of much of the work of that In- 
stitute. It seems only right that your read- 
ers should be informed that the attention 
of the entire medical world has been focused 
upon the marvelous results achieved in 
that tnstitute during the past Winter, in 
the discovery there of the antidote for the 
poison of cerebro-spinal meningitis. That 
disease has been epidemic in this country 
and abroad for the past two years. The 
mortality from it is about 80 per cent., 
and, next to typhus fever, it is the disease 
whose epidemics are most widely fatal. 
No remedy has ever been found until the 
investigations in Germany and in the 
Rockefeller Institute resulted in the pro- 
duction of an antitoxin. In several! locali- 
ties where this antitoxin has been\ 


tality to 80 per cent. in this city, In Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and in Glasgow, Scotland. 

A discovery of this kind, like Behring’s 
discovery of the antitoxin for diphtheria, 
results in the saving of hundreds of lives 
of children annually all over the world; 
Similar investigations are destined to re- 
sult in the discovery of antitoxins for all 
infectious diseases. Is it possible that, In 
view of these facts, any intelligent person 
can desire to suppress the work of the 
Rockefeller Institute or of similar scien- 
tific Jaboratories?

The statutory provisions by which the 
power of fixing rates with respect to gas 
and electrio light companies is now vested 
in the Public Service Commission pro- 
vides that the price for gas and elec- 
tricity as fixed by the commission shall 
continue, (Se tion 72 of the Public Service 
statute): 

Until the Commission shall upon complaint as 
provided in this section (that {is upon complaint 
by consumers or by the local authorities) or 
upon an investigation conducted by it on its 
own motion. again fix the maximum price of 
gas or electricity. 


The act fails to give the companies the 
right to summon the local] authorities or 
consumers before the commission to show 
cause why, after a rate has been In force, 
say several years, changed conditions do 
not call for a readjustment of the rate, 
or to provide, as the right of the compa- 
nies, and as a duty made mandatory 
upon the commission, that it enter into 
an investigation of such changed condi- 
tions. Yet all of the corresponding rights 
are accorded the consumers, as against 
the companies, by explicit provisions of 
the statute, s 

In saying that this Inequality exists, I 
have not overlooked Section 22 of the act, | 
providing for rehearings, to be gunbet 
in the discretion of the commission upon 
the application of any party interested. 
I will not attempt to go into the eal) 
of the argument, one way or the other, 
based upon this section. Suffice it to 
say that the most favorable construction 
of it would only operate to provide a pro- 
cedure by which the companies might 
perhaps obtain from the commission in 
its discretion and as a matter of grace| 
and favor, that reinvestigation of con- | 
ditions looking to a readjustment of rate, | 
which the consumers may dd@mand of the 
commission as of right.

I have said nothing ag to the powers of 
the commission to fix rates of fare for 
railroads and other common carriers, or | 
as to the many grave questions affecting | 
the constitutionality of the present law 
by reason of various powers, other than | 
that of rate regulation, which have been 
vested in the commission, questions none 
of which are decided by the present de- 
cision. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals 
was handed down last Tuesday. The 
newspapers the next morning contained 
the statement that Gov.

publication, made it plain that he was| 


well pleased with it in its incidental sup- 
port of the public service law; also that 
it was stated at the Executive Chamber 
that the latter law made specific provision 
for such an appeal as the court declares 
to be the inalienable right of all the 
parties.

illiteracy In France. 
From The London Chronicle. 

The world is so accustomed to regard France 
as being in the vanguard of culture that it 
comes as @ ehock to learn that there is a 
higher percentage of illiteracy there than in 
several other countries of Europe. This is the 
more striking because France has had com- 
pulsory education for about a quarter of a 
century. The most recently published statistics 
show that of 24,000 conscripts summoned in 
the Seine contingent in October—the section 
which includes Paris—67 could nefther read 
nor write, 92 could read only, and 837 could 
scarcely be said to know how to read and 
write. At the present time the percentage of 
{iterates in France is 40 per 1,000 men and 
60 per 1,000 women. In this respect France 
compares unfavorably with Germany, which 
has only 4 illiterates per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, and with Sweden, Denmark, and Holland, 
where the illiterates number from 8 to 45 per 
1,000.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Gloom Liftisg in Wall Street—The 
Money Position. 


By stagnation and a narrow move- 
ment of prices the securities market re- 
‘flected last week the uncertainty which 
| still exists not only in Wall Street, but 
| through trade circles, regarding the 
| immediate future. It is worth noting, 
however, that while the week brought 
to light a number of matters unfavor- 
able in character, their effect upon 
stocks was~ hardly appreciable. Poor 
earnings statements were submitted by 
a number of important railroads; cop- 
per metal prices were aut down sharply 
to a level a little above the lowest 
touched in October; authoritative re- 
ports from the steel trade spoke only of 
almost complete stagnation; several 
railroads came to the money market for 
funds paying interest rates out of ao- 
cord with the nominal ease in money, 
and President Roosevelt requested the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to 
undertake an investigation of the wage 
situation, in a manner and at a time 
convincing the financial community, 
however it may appear to the rest of 
the country, of the presence in this 
move of a purely political motive. And 
yet there followed no such stock mar- 
ket weakness as would certainly have 
resulted from the last-named of these 
developments alone a short time ago, 
nor did sentiment seem to become, vis- 
ibly at least, more depressed. On the 
other hand there was a noticeable lift- 
ing of the earlier gloom and the convic- 
tion appeared to be gaining ground that 
while such incidents of a political cam- 
paign may delay it, a recovery in trade 
is certain to follow the November elec- 
tions, and that in the interval there is 
little likelihood of the business depres- 
sion attaining depths greater than those 
on which it now rests. The success of 
the New York City bond offering is 
confirmatory of this, for it proves that 
investments removed from influences 
{adversely affecting railroad and other 
| securities are eagerly sought by the 
!capital which is unquestionably ac- 
cumulating as a result of widespread 
economy. 


In the railroad world no development 
of the week attracted more attention 
j;than President Roosevelt's request to 
| the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
| that it investigate the wage situation 
jon various railroads of the country, 
| particularly the Louisville & Nashville, 


is not inconceivable that they will be 
overlooked by the commission. In gen- 
eral, the condition of the railroad busi- 
ness is fairly well reflected by the re- 
turns of the Committee of Car Effi- 
ciency of the American Railway Asso- 
clation as of Feb, 5. According to this 
compilation, there were qn thé railroad 
lines of the United States and Canada 
on that date 348,217 idle cars. Fortu- 
nately, the increase from Jan. 8, practi- 
cally a month previous, was ‘only some 
1,500 cars, as compared with an in- 
crease of over 200,000 idle cars in the 
month of December alone. With this 
great volume of equipment producing 
no income, current earning statements 
of individual railroads elicit no sur- 
prise. That of the Baltimore & Ohio 
last week for the month of January—a 
commendably prompt return — shows 
that this great system is practically 
$3,000,000 behind its earnings of this 
portion of the fiscal year a year ago, 
having lost an average of $1,000,000 
during each of the past three months. 
Unless a sharp change in business con- 
ditions comes wages must be readjust- 
ed generally, and doubtless the stock- 
holder will be called upon to bear his 
share in the economies in the form of 
reduced dividends. He has already in 
many instances. 


During the week the time loan 4e- 
partment of the money market dis- 
played indications of renewed firmness 
which provoked considerable discus- 
sion. The combined bank statements 
published on Friday, owing to the fall- 
ing of a legal holiday on Saturday, the 
usual day for publication of these fig- 
urés, showed that surplus reserves are 
not running up in anything like the 
fashion they did following the panic of 
1893. Between August of 1893 and 
February of 1894, a surplus of $111,- 
000,000 had been established by the 
Clearing House banks. It had been be- 
lieved {n banking circles that a surplus 
almost as great as this would mark the 
recovery from the disturbances of last 
Fall. For five weeks now, however, 
small additions only have been made to 
the reserve, that of Friday amounting 
merely to $1,618,000. Uncertainty 
among bankers as to the correctness of 
the first theories as to the level to 
which surplus would rise has had some- 
thing to do, doubtless, with the firmer 
tone of time money. Parenthetically,

By Slight Advance In Freight Rates— 
Views of a Railroad Authority. 


All the present financial difficulties of 
the railroads, including the loss in net 
earnings, prospective wage reductions, 
and other matters affecting the financial 
standing of the railroads, would be cor- 
rected, the head of an important road 
said last week, if the railroads could put 
into effect a slight increase in freight 
rates. This authority was disposed to the 
view that a 5 r cent. advance would 
be enough to change the position of the 
railroads from one of some difficulty to 
one of complete comfort from a financial 
point of view. 

Such an advance would result in an ad- 
ditional average annual expenditure by 
each person in the United States of per- 
haps 821% cents. It is argued that this 
would not be by any means a serious bur- 
den, and that the benefits which the 
railroads would derive from such an in- 
crease in the freight rates would be re- 


flected in increased prosperity in many 
lines of commerce. The railroad authority 
who made this point went on to say: 

“‘If the railroads were allowed to put a 
5 per cent. increase in freight rates into 
effect they could afford to let the public 
name any passenger rates it might want 
and there would be no need of consider- 
ing any reduction in wages.”’ 


LEHIGH VALLEY SIGNAL TEST. 


Officials Report Perfect Record of. En- 
gineers on That Road. 


A series of surprise tests conducted by 
officials of the Lehigh Valley resulted, 
according to a etatement made at the 
close of last week by an officer of that 
road, in not a single failure on the part 
of any one of the road’s engineers to obey 
signals.

BOSTON COPPER GOSSIP. 


Snow Blockades Will Reduce Lake 
Items from the Camps. 


Special to The New York Times, 

BOSTON, Feb, 22.—Tamarack, having 
recovered from the effects of last year’s 
fire and having cleared away the sur- 
plus of copper on hand, plans to increase 
production. Five of the stamp heads are 
being compounded. The rock yields 21 
pounds to the ton. 

Reports from Keweenaw Copper are 
that the new lode in the Medora shaft 
is well charged with the brightest grade 
copper, which is easily worked, and that 
regular production will begin about July 1. 

Directors of the Michigan Copper Min- 
ing Company have levied an assessment 
of $2 a share, the proceeds to be de- 
voted to further development of the prop- 
erty and to the completion of the new 
stamp mill. 

Owing to snow blockades this month's 
production of the Michigan mines will be 
below normal, Calumet and Hecla alone 
having been unaffected. 

Development of the Ojibway property 
is progressing rapidly, but the real value 
of the lode is not yet determined. 

Wolverine is now putting out and stamp- 
ing between 1,000 and 1,200 tons of rock 
daily, and continues to lead the amyga- 
loid producers of the Leke Superior re- 
gion in the percentage of refined copper. 

The showing in the Calumet and Hecla’s 
Superior mine, adjoining the Atlantic, is 
said to be satisfactory. Helna corre- 
spondence this week, as usual, records 
strikes. One in the Lee Mountain mine 
is said to be especially significant, 

Arizona advices tell of improved con- 
ditions. The Sultan-Arizona, in the Ke& 
vin district, has resumed operations and 
has bonded an adjoining tract of eighty

For the first time in its history the Old 
Dominion is mining sufficient sulphide ore 
to make a suitable smelter flux. This 
condition results from the discoveries on 
the twelfth and lower levels.

The New England and Clifton 
Company has resumed operations, and 
the district is once more normal. 

Shattuck is shipping no ore, but is in- 
creasing its reserves. 

Calumet and Arizona is operating five 
of its six furnaces. The smelter is turn- 
ing out about 1,500,000 pounds of copper 
from the Superior and Pittsburg, and bet- 
ter than 2,000,000 pounds monthly from 
Calumet and Arizona mines. The com- 
panies are both working under lower op- 
erating costs, due to the wage reduction 
and a cheaper cost for fuel. 

A statement issued by the Ohlo Copper 
Company expresses the belief that the 
company will soon take place among the 
leading producers of the world. 

Utah Consolidated has recruited its min- 
ing force to the full limit, and has: re- 
sumed shipments at the rate of 600 tons 
of rock daily. 

The Bully Hill smelter, controlled by the 
General Electric Company, is expected 
to blow in March 1. The production is 
to be 20,000,000 pounds of refined copper 
per year. 


THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Circumstantial Stories of Price-Cutting 
in Pig and Billets in Pennsylvania.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 23.—An almost total 
disruption of the pig iron pool, as well as 
the steel billet pool, was the leading topic 
of news in fron and steel during last 
week, The small producers could no longer 
stand the financial strain—at least, thoy 
so claimed—and they began to sell their 
goods at what price they could get, pro- 
viding that be at a fair profit for the 
work done and material. There was too 
much capital tied up, and it had been tied 
up too long according to the smaller peo- 
ple, who decided to get at least some of 
the money out. 

Accordingly steel billets, which for years 
had not been sold below $28, were offered 
by the smaller producers at $1 and $1.25 
reductions, and hot a few, sales were 
made at this figure. Rumor has the Cor- 
poration, whose mills have stuck to the 
$28 pool price, hastening to buy in all the 
billets offered by the smaller dealers, hop- 
ing thereby to check or mitigate the evil 
which they claim will come from this 
breach in agreement in cutting prices. 

The pig fron conditions are not more 
satisfactory. There has been a marked 
tendency to get away from the $18 fixed 
price for some weeks. The $18 rate for 
pig iron exists only in name, or in the 
imagination of some writers. Bessemer 
has been sold at from $16.50 to $17 for the 
last two weeks. There have not been 
many sales, but what have been made 
wore at a figure much below the $18 rate. 
There is a rumor that an immense ton- 
nage has been contracted for at $16.50, 
which if true would argue ill for any im- 
mediate resumption of the pig iron pool.

Foreign. Holdings Amount to About 
170,000 Shares. 


The search abroad by the Fish and 
Harriman interests for proxies on Illinois 
Central has brought to light the fact 
that there are held in England and on the 
Continent about $17,000,000 of Illinois Cen- 
tral stock, or 170,000 shares. This ap- 
pears to be the amount of stock of that 
road which was taken by an English 
syndicate when the road was first pro- 
jected, nearly sixty years ago. Although 
the ownership of this stock has shifted 
several times, the total amount held 
abroad has not varied materially from 
the time the stock was first placed there. 

It ig recorded that when the English 
syndicate’ decided to invest in the Illinois 
Central its members were called upon to 
pay in only $2 a share, or 2 per cent. of 
The balance 
was subject to call, but it was figured 
by the English investors that the land 
grants which went to the Illinois Central 
would bring enough to build the road and 
that they would have the stock at no 
greater expense than the original pay- 
ment of $2 a share. These expectations 
were not realized, and call after call was 
made on the stock, until finally when 
the first part of the rdad was completed, 
in 1856, the English investors had paid in 
the full $100 a share. 

Many of the present holders. abroad are 
the direct heirs of the men who invested 
in the road in 1850. By division among 
numerous heirs, however, the original 
holdings have been several times sub- 
divided in the course of the last fifty- 
eight years. There are now few large 
lots of Illinois Central held abroad out- 
side of the holdings of two investment 
companies, which together hold a very 
large amount of the stock, but which in 
turn represent many individual owners.

Fight Likely on La Follette’s 
Amendments Providing Phys- 
ical Valuation of Roads. 


IDEA HAS WESTERN SUPPORT 


Proposal to Admit Electric Interurban 
Bonds as Currency Basis Supported / 
by Powerful Syndicates. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Under a fire 


of substitute measures and a crossfire of 
sweeping amendments, the Aldrich Cur- 
rency bill is expected to pass the Senate 
this week. The vote probably will be had 
on Friday, and probably will be strictly 


on party lines. Efforts will be made at 
once to have the House committee to 
which it is referred accept it as a substl- 
tute for any proposed legislation now 
being considered in the south wing of 
the Capitol. 

The amendment around which a bitter 
fight will be waged is that offered by 
Senator La Follette. This provides for 
the physical valuation of railroads the 
bonds of which are to be used as the 
basis for emergency currency. 

Senator La Follette is said to have 
marshaled a number of Western Senators 
behind his measure. So strong is this 
line-up that Senator Aldrich has been 
compelled to recognize the gravity of the 
situation and the necessity for seeming to 
yield to the aroused sentiment if he Is 
to save his bill. He has practically 
agreed to accept the amendment, al- 
though in a modified form, 

Senator Aldrich believes the amendment 
too drastic. He would confine inquiries 
into actual valuation of railroad proper- 
ties, to the particular properties on which 


w

vote on the bill, 19 also reported to be 
solid in this demand. 

“The method suggested by Mr. Aldrich 
{is worse than nothing,” said a La Fol- 
lette supporter. ‘‘ Under .its provisions 
those who manipulated the railroad secur- 
ities to be used as currency assets could 
pick out the bonds of such corporations as 
are above suspicion. An investigation 
could not hurt these corporations. The 
inquiry would serve, of course, to protect 
the, banks and insure the stability of the 
currency, but it also would serve to lull 
public suspicion and permit the piratical 
railroad corporations to trade all the more 
on public confidence. 

“ What the La Follette amendment con- 
templates is a searching inquiry into the 
value of the actual) property on which 
railroad securities are issued.” 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
is in hearty sympathy with the La Fol- 
lette amendment, because at present there 
is no law by which the corporations can 
be reached. 

Another feature pver which a sharp 
skirmish is expected is the proposal to 
admit the bonds of electric interurban 
railroads on the same plane as those of 
the steam roads. This is of especial in- 
terest to the Western States, where the 
interurban roads have attained the dig- 
nity of comprehensive systems. 

The big syndicates are leading in the 
fight for recognition of these bonds. Rep- 
resentativess of the Elkins-Widener and 
the Drexel-Morgan corporations have been 
in Washington during the last week. Early 
in the consideration of the bill Senator 
Bailey called attention to this, and said 
that such bonds should not be accepted 
by the Government as basis for currency 
because the electric lines had not yet 
demonstrated their earning capacity, and 
were at the mercy of the big corporations,

B. J. Arnold, Utilities Board En- 
gineer, Advocates Two More 
at Each End. 


COST OF CHANGE $1,450,000 


Saving of 25 Seconds In Operation of 
Each Train Would Permit Increase 
of Service in Rush Hours. 


In an exhaustive report entitleq “‘ The 
Bubway Car,” Blon J. Arnold, a consult- 
ing engineer specially retained by the 
Public Service Commission, has ‘recom- 
mended that all Subway cars be equipped 
not with the large centre side doors, but 
with a door on each side in addition te 
those that now exist, and put near the 
ends of the cars. The Interborough Com- 
pany jas already been called upor to 
show cause why side doors should not be 
ut in all Subway cars, and a hearing will 
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seconds, twenty seconds being required for 
unloading and equal time for loading. To 
reduce this, Mr. Arnold says, two things 
are possible: To abolish the transfer sys- 
tem or to change the type of car. The 
former alternative, he says, would not be 
justified and would meet with great ob- 
jection. As the use of one end of the car 
for loading and the other for unloading, 
owing to the crowd, is impracticable, and 
as it would not in reality increase the 
capacity for loading and unloading, Mr. 
Arnold decides that the only thing to do 
is to have more doors in the cars. 

Following out. this idea Mr. Arnold tn 
his report finds the most available car for 
the present Subway is that which has 
four dgors on a side; two at each end for 
| boarding passengers, and two more, near 
the end, but toward the centre, for alight- 
ing passengers. Of this car he says in 
part: 

Advantages Seen by Mr. Arnold. 


Without weakening the present car, or add- 
ing materially to its weight, it is possible 
} to introduce additional side doors, one near

The pian first proposed included a| 
wate ranging from $3 for cars up| 
to 10 horse power, to $100 for cars| 
over 90 horse power, $15 being | 
charged for cars from 26 to 30 horse 
power, and $20 for machines up to 50 
horse power. Through the efforts of: the 
‘Associated Clubs of New Jersey an agree- 
gent has been reached whereby the prices 
will be $5 for cars up to 20 horse power, 
$10 from 20 to 40 horse power, $15 -for 
ears of 40 to 60 horse power, and $25 for 
anything over 60 horse power. These 
rates will be embodied in the amendments 
to the present law, which will be intro- 
@uced at an early date in the New Jersey 
Legislature. 

Despite the efforts that have been made 
by the autoists to permit tourists from 
@ther States to travel for a brief period, 
from ten days to two weeks, in New Jer- 
@ey, without complying with the State 
law, it is not likely that any concessions 
will be made this year.
